WIERE would acem to be vintage 
yenrs in tne history of Revolu- 
tion. Such a year was 1848. An- 
other was 1914, the fruitful parent 
of War and Revolution in every 
shape, To these, apparently, must 
be added 1933, which is Hitler's 
Year. 

Germany ia accepting a thorough- 
going Revolution with a docility 
beyond surprise, Blood has, indeed, 
been aned, but only in cupfuls, when 
it might have been in rivers. The 
will to resist is atrophied. 

Every fow days a new stroke is 
delivertd by the Nazis at some in= 
Atitution, party, or organisation 
which had seemed securely founded 
and well supplied with all the means 
of defence, Yet the citadels have 
ylelded at a touch. 

Only Hitler Now 


The Germany of Stresemann and 
of Bruening, and even yesterdny’s 
Germany of Hitler and of Hugen- 
berg, has vanished as completely nas 
that of von Rutow and of Biamarck: 
It is only Hitler now. Not only in 
[ Prussia, but in every State of the 
Reich, the will of the Nazis in 
Rupreme. Even in’ Bavaria, the 
grent stronghold of the Catholic 
Centre party, no writ runs but hia 
Only the daily weakening cheek of 
the aged President remaina, and he 
in 86, 

Yet the experts were all sure that 
Hitler was no more than a mero 
spell-binding demagogue whore bub- 
ble would burst as soon nn it eamo 
into contact with realitien. Ho 
danced, they said, to the tune and 
at the bidding of others. They are 
now deacribing him, ‘prematurely 
perhaps, becavae npn yet he hag 
achieved nothing constructive—the 
Teutonic Mussolini. 

The first time Signor Mussolini 
came to London, svon after his

beyond resuscitation. The ‘blow to 
Democracy in Grent Britain, France 
and the United States is severe. 
The reactions may be profound. 

Historians will attribute, I think, 
the flamboyant growth of Hitloriam 
to the Treaty of Versnilles, which 
provided the renaacent Gorman 
nationalist spirit with every real 
and imagined grievance it could 
desire. ,

It has pander- 
ed to the mob, flattered the quarter- 
educated, and depressed the best 
elements in the governing clanoca 
simply in order to snatch temporary 
party advantages.

Hong Kong’s Empire Fair, 


ater Icthargy cannot be attributed as the only rea- 

son for the ainptpeiniing response to the, circular addressed 
to .on¢e -hundred exhibitors at the Empire “fair, . and ‘that .a 
mere twenty-nine of the exhibitors ‘thought’ it worth their 
while to reply reveals an indifference which prejudices the 
prospects for the next Fair — assuming that the event is to be con- 
tinued. In Hong Kong no undue enthusiasm is expected for “any 
project of this nature, but in a matter which is of intimate con- 
cern to most of the local business firma a much wider manifesta. 
tion of interest was anticipated. After all, no matter what de- 
ficiencies und shortcomings may have attended the two Faira that 
have been held, the event does at least provide an opportunity for 
advertising of British goods and for development of sales, directly 
or indirectly. If that opportunity has not been fully availed of, 
some of the exhibitors may not be entirely free from blame. The 
attitude adopted by the great majority of exhibitors to the ques- 
tionnaire would indicate that the appeal made at the Fair for re- 
Presentatives of British firms to display greater initiative, and to. 
employ more progressive methods of marketing and of salesman- 
ship, fell on many deaf ears, From the meagre total of replies that 
have been reccived, not a great deal can be gained owing to the 
marked divergence of opinion, but it ia gratifying to note that sug- 
gestions were mainly of 2 constructive nature. Most firms favour 
a charge for admissions and for space, and, in view of the experi- 
ences at this year’s Fair, both proposals will probably be adopted. 
Only six are in favour of holding the ' Fair on Empire Day, the 
majority preferring the cool season. Apart from the fact that the 
Fair would loze some significance by a change of date, the advan- 
tages of holding the Fair in the winter would be offset by the com- 
petition that would be encountered from rival attractions, parti. 
cularly through sporting and social activities, while the voluntary 
organisers would be more inconvenienced by calls on their time and 
energies during the busy period of the year. The sharpest, division 
of opinjon is on the nature cf the Exhibition, twelve voting for an 
Empire Fair, and nine for General Fair, Many ambitious schemes 
have been advanced for a World Fair, with a Carnival as an added 
attraction. The iesue is being confused, particularly by the Car- 
nival suggestion, and while a South China Trade Exhibition, held in 
Hong Kong, is a commendable ideal; the interests of a British 
Colony are best served by an Empire Fair. Certainly, the Fair 
should be continued, irrespective of any other Exhibition that might 
be organised. : i

Medicas Meet At 
Eastbourn. 


IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS 


London. 

Two important developments in 
the War which medical science in 

‘wnging againat cancer have been an- 
nounced recently. 

In the first place it was stated at 
the annual meeting at Enstbourne, of 
the Inatitute of Public Health that 
“absolutely hopeless” cases of 
cancer had been succensfully treated. 

Dr, Cronin Lowe raid that satis- 
factory and relinble dingnostic re- 
fdults were being given by his blood 
nerum teat for cancer, 

It waa also announced-—-by Dr, 
Antony Marginn—that they had 
been working for 10 yeara to pro- 
vide some form of preventive trent- 
ment. 

They had treated nearly a thou- 
sand cases. ‘In some of these cascn 
they. had been auccessful right 
through, and in no case had thero 
been nny ill effect. He had treated 
nll classea with =the = endocrine 
inoculation, and in many of the cascs 
treated there had been no recurrence 
from seven to-ten years. 

Thirty cnaea connidered “Absolute- 
ly hopelesa” had been successfully 
treated, and he had received Iettera 
rtnting that there had been no re- 
eurrence for periods of up ta 10 
yenra, 

R. P.O. Campaign. 

Simultaneously, it is announced 
that the Roynl Institute of Public 
Health are to Jaunch an effort to pre- 
vent cancer. 

This atatement was made jin an 
Interview by a prominent member 
of the Council of the Institute in an 
interview at Enrtbourne. 

“Tt tuned to be, and has been for 
many years, that the diseane which 
caused most deaths was tuber- 

ulosis.” He said. 

‘ “For many years there has been 
a Society for the prevention of 
tuberculosis, nnd as a result of their 
work, the formation of clinics, and 
the education of the public, the 
denth rate has gone down consider- 

ty. 
ao hitb there has been a method dia- 
covered for dingnosing mercly by a 
blood examination. Typhoid, for 
inatunce, can be detected in this 
way. When you have found that a 
pntient ix affected or likely to be af- 
fected by thia dintase, methods are 
known by which the attack ean be 
prevented by treatment 
Where Blood Tests Scare. 

“It is suggested that this method 
of blood examination is, therefore, 
likely to be of great value in the 
following ways: 

“1. As giving the cnrliest ros- 
sible intimation of the patient's 
likeliness at some future date to be- 
come a victim of the disease. This 
knowledge, if acted upon a reason- 
able person enables them to com- 
mence the appropriate treatment to 
obtain the proper correction of their 
dlood to bring it back to normal. 

“Tis thought quite likely that at 
an carly date a socicty will be form- 

-ed with clinics in London and 
eventually jin other parts of the 
country, to enable everyone to avall 
themselves of this very valuable 
preventive measure, 

"2. In the case of patients whose 
disease is obscure and in the case 
where the cause of {Illness is obscure 
and in which case the medical at- 
tendant is desirous of obtaining 
further help = towards proper 
diagnoals, this test has also been 
found to be of great value. Several 
Prominent gynuecologists and sur- 
geons have decided to avail them- 
selves of the facility. 

“3, In connection with cases de- 
finitely known to be cancerous 
where they may have been operated 
upon or it might have been decided 
thut they are inoperable casea, this 
tes will give valuable information 
as to the progress (A) going down: 
(B)  remhining stationary; (C) 
definitly improving.” ~Reuter,

A remarknble atory of how a dead 
man was brought back to life by 
means of “Mantric” powers of a 
Sanyasi (rage) nas just been re- 
ceived from Nagakoll in South 
India, Jt is stated that a man was 
bitten by a black cobra notorioua 
for its deadly poison and despite 
the best medical attendance the man 
succumbed, According to Hindu 
custom the derd body was tnken to 
the burning goat for diaporal and 
was actually placed on the funeral 
wyre, 

A few minutes more and tne body 
would have been set on fire. But 
a Sanynsi suddenly appeared on the 
acene and requested the gathering 
to nand over the body to him no 
that he, might bring him back to 
life. The relatives reluctantly 
handed aver the body to the 
stranger. 

The stranger after a dip in the 
river nearby returned to the place 
where the funeral pyre’ had been 
erected. Sitting by tho side of the 
deatt body he chanted his “Mantras” 
for five minutes and sprinkled Man- 
tric Water on the dead mans face. 
While tne Sanyast-was performing 
his wonderful deed, a hawk (whien 
according to Hindu mythology is 
the vehicle of the Lord Krishna and 
the worst enemy of anakes) was 
secn encircling above. As the 
shadow of tne encircling bird felt 
on the face of the dend man he 
xradually began to show signa of 
life.

Of Depression, 


Tho depression in the cotton and 
entton yarn business in Shanghai, 
Hankow, Tientsin and Wusich haa 
been described to a repreacntative 
of the Sing Seng News Agency by 
a prominent Chinese cotton mor- 
chant, 

In a short interview the mer: 
chant nald that during the past two 
years all industries in China have 
heen affected by the world ccono- 
mic depression, Taking advantage 
of ‘the low Cninese tariff, he anid, | 
(he surplue products of — foreign 
markets were dumped here at low 
prices, which was one reason why 
the Chineze industries have suffer- 
ed a aevere set-back. Another rea- 
aon Advanerd wasn the reduction of 
the puchasing power. of the Chinese 
people resulting from floods 
handitry and other calamities. 

The speaker went on to say that 
the Mancnurian market has been 
menopolized by the Japanese with 
the result that there waa no outlet 
for tne large quantities of Chinese 
usually shipped to 
the North, The cotton had to be 
stored in Central China, thereby 
causing: stagnation to the trade in 
Hankoew, Shangnai, Wusich and 
Tientsin, In Snanghai alone, he 
aad, there were 150,000 bales of 
yarn, In order to reduce produc- 
tien he said. the cotton mills have 
decided to reduce work which will 
add untold hardsnips ta the mill 
workers,

the native material would pay the} 
country handsomely, 

Manfacturers of steel and fron: 
elaim to save five milliun pounds 
a year by tne use of hign-grade im-! 
porters, but tne amount spent on 
the ore-mining industry at’ home is 
anid on expert authority to be at 
least three times us much. More- 
over, the money that goes to buy 
ores—hardly less tnan £100,000 a 
day—would be spent in England: 
and the workers would not keep it 
in ther pockets; tney would take 
shop and it would reach many of 
it to village store and country town 
the factories’ that ave now on half- 
time because of unemployment. 

It is not enough to affirm or to 
deny that the cheap foreign high- 
grade ores nave crippled the home 
irnditstry und rendered the home pro- 
duct unattractive; the whole matter 
calls for close investigation by ex- 
perts with a public report for the 
puidance of ship and structural steel 
builders and tne -makers of 
machinery.

I regret that Germany haa aban- 
doned the free system of govern- 
ment, and hope it ia only tempor- 
arily, It is impossible to believe 
that the most criticnl people in 
Europe will Jong tolerate the sup- 
pression of all independent political 
controveray and almost all indivl- 
dual freedom.

MORE GUNBOATS BOUND SOUTH 


Canton, Yesterday. 
Owing to the tense situation in 
Charhar and North China, the 
Southwest Political Council called a 
special meeting yesterday morning 
to discuss there urgent problems. 
Members who attended the mect- 
ing were Hsiao Fu-chen, Teng Tse- 
ju, Chow Lu, Chen Chi-tang, Li 
Chung-jen, Lin Yun-kat and Tang 
Shao-yi.

In an interview, Mr, Chow Lu, 
a leading member of the Council, 
stated that General Chiang Ka‘- 
shek, Chairman of the Nanking 
Military Cammisslon, has not re- 
tracted, his intention of subjugat- 
ing the People’s Anti-Japancso 
Allied Forces in Charhar, but on 
account of the doubtful attitude of 
several Nanking divisfons, tho 
general offensive has been delayed. 
Mr. Chow sald that many of the 
soldiers sent to attack Charhar are 
reluctant {o participate tn another 
efvil war. , 


Telegrams are received daily 
from Generals Feng Yu-hsiang and 
Vang Chen-wu concerning their 
ylans and movements, Mr. Chow 
anid, and It is expected that their 
forees will marca farther afield in 
re-conquering invaded territories. 


-Regarding the French occu- 
-pation of the Coral Islands,
